Much emphasis is placed on leadership;

For sophomores and juniors who want 
to get a taste of military life with no 
obligation, the Army offers a summer pro- 
gram called “Camp Challenge” which 
Jasts for six weeks The students live on an 
Army base and receive their room and 
board at no expense, In‘addition, they 
earn approximately $600 and receive col- 
lege credit.
